PANAMA CITY (UPI) - Four armed 
leftist guerrillas hijacked a Venezuelan 
airliner with 37 persons aboard Friday 
night and forced it to land in Panama. 
The hijackers then ordered the plane to 
fly to Cuba via Mexico. 
The leftists, identified by Venezuelan 
political police in Caracas as members of 
the “ Point Zero“- leftist group, handed 
this correspondent a list of 79 political 
prisoners they wanted freed. They threa- 
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tened to blow up the plane if their de­ 
mands were not met. 


They gave no deadline for the “political 
prisoners” to be released. 


After permitting three women and two 
children to leave the plane, the twin-eng- 
ine Convair airliner of the state-run 
Avensa airline left for Merida, Mexico, 
25 miles from the Gulf of Mexico. The 
hijackers said their ultimate destination 
was Cuba. 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Attorney Gen­ 
eral-designate Elliot L. Richardson Fri­ 
day named Archibald Cox, a Harvard 
law professor and former U.S. solicitor 
general, as special government prosecu­ 
tor in the W atergate case. 


Richardson decided on Cox, who turn­ 
ed 61 Thursday, after his two top choices 
for the controversial job turned it down. 


Initial response to the selection was 
favorable in the Senate, which must pass 
on Richardson’s nomination to head the 


Justice Department, although some key 
members reserved judgment until they 
can question Cox as to how he will oper­ 
ate under liberalized guidelines Richard­ 
son announced Thursday. 
In his announcement, Richardson said: 
“ Mr. Cox has had considerable expe­ 
rience in the resolution of labor disputes 
and in handling other potentially explo­ 
sive and difficult situations. It is his in­ 
tention to name as soon as possible, as 
his principal deputy, a lawyer with ex­ 
tensive experience in litigation.” 


NEW YORK (UPI) — Fears of a full- 
fledged recession combined with Wall 
Street shock over new Watergate reve­ 
lations to send prices down sharply on 
the New York Stock Exchange Friday. 
The widely followed Dow Jones indust­ 
rial average slumped 16.55 to 895.17, its 
lowest point since Jan. 25, 1972. On Mon­ 
day the Dow fell 18.29, its steepest loss 
since May 25, 1970.

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Repair of 
Sky lab sun 
panels set 


HOUSTON (UPI) — Adopting a plan 
once deemed too risky, NASA officials 
Friday said the first Skylab crew may 
try to free one of two jammed solar cell 
wings and more than double the crippled 
space station’s electrical supply. 


Flight planners tentatively placed this 
effort at the head of the repair list—even 
before the erection of a huge silver aw­ 
ning to shelter and cool Skylab’s over­ 
heated living quarters. 


Project officials began tests to learn 
what kind of gases had b?en created in 
Skylab’s cabin by the overheating and 
whether they might be posionous to the 
astronauts. They said the high tem pera­ 
tures might have brought forth some gas 
from foam insulation in the space sta­ 
tion. 


Getting rid of any such gases, officials 
stressed, “would not be any proDlem.” 
The station’s atmosphere can be com­ 
pletely emptied and replaced by remote 
control from Earth, they said, and a 
check of the equipment for doing this 
was completed successfully. 


A revised flight plan gave the astro­ 
nauts four days after their rendezvous 
with Skylab next Friday over the Central 
Pacific Ocean to patyh the orbital work­ 
shop. The crew’s first close-up look at 
Skylab will be telecast live and in color 
back to Earth. 


Mission control limited the weight of 
the space repair kit to 90 pounds. George 
B. Hardy, a chief Skylab engineer from 
Huntsville, Ala., said “ tools of all sorts’’ 
were being examined — includin'» the 
long-handied variety used by linemen on 
power poles. 


Hardy reported the space agency was 
looking at two new possible designs for 
Skylab’s awning. 


One, like a huge beach umbrella, was 
dream ed up at the Johnson Space Center 
In Houston. The other, like a gigantic air 
m attress, came from McDonnell Douglas 
Corp., the builder ol the space station.

Potato field becomes the 
last stop for water project 


PERRIS. Calif. (UPI) - Once an or­ 
dinary potato lield, today the “end of the 
line” for the controversial California Wa­ 
ter Project, the Perris Dam and lake 
gushed with water Friday in a short cer­ 
emony that wfas a dream for 15 years. 
With Gov. Ronald Reagan and former 
Gov. Edmund Brown at his side, visiting 
Arizona Gov. Jack Williams lifted a spe­ 
cial telephone and shouted, “ Turn on the 
w ater.” 
Lifting pumps 27 miles away on the 
oiher side of the San Bernardino Moun­ 
tains, hummed to life and engineers shot 
the first torrent of northern California 
w ater down the Perris Dam gate>. 
It won’t be until later this year that 
the huge reservoir will be tilled and not 
until 1975 can housewives tn Perris, Elsi­ 
nore and San Diego County turn the tap 
for their first supply of Feather River 
water. 
The project, said Reagan, “ Is one of 
the most daring, imaginative and diffi­ 
cult engineering feats ever attempted. ’ 
Reagan praised three former gover­ 
nors—Earl Warren, Goodwin Knight and 
Pat Brown— “ for their diligence in ear­ 
n in g forward what was once a daring 
concept .... ” 
That concept, capturing northern Cali­ 
fornia mountain runoff behind a series of 
dams for arid Southern California, has 


spawtied what engineers call their “engi­ 
neering m arvel” and some environmen­ 
talists describe as a “ nightm are.” 
It took 13 years and $2.8 billion to com­ 
plete the giant. 444-mile conduit which 
snakes down the spine of California and 
is 
wide 
enough 
in 
places 
to 
float 
seagoing ships. 
It has been blamed for stirring luture 
population 
growth 
in 
an 
otherwise 
crowded state and, ecologists arzue, the 
system has—or will have—a negative af­ 
fect on the land and the smallest wild 
creatures. 
Lake Perris, which will till behind a 
low, two-mile-wide dam, is to be one of 
two big new reservoirs serving Southern 
California.

Only twice before has the state dedi­ 
cated sim ilar ambitious w ater delivery 
projects. One, in the 1920s, when the first 
Owens Valley water gushed into the new 
Los Angeles Aqueduct. 
The other engineering first for Califor­ 
nia was the long, slender pipeline which 
carried Colorado River supplies across 
the Mojave Desert to the Los Angeles 
area.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — Sen. Stuart 
Symington, D-Mo., said Friday he had

House aides had been forwarded to the 
committee by CIA Deputy Director Ver­ 
non Walters. He declined to say what 
they contained, but said they were “ high­ 
ly significant. 
Sen. John L. McClellan, D-Ark., whose 
appropriations subcommittee on intelli­ 
gence is also investigating the m atter, 
announced that^ he had called four for­ 
m er White House advisers—John Eh- 
rlichman. H. R. Haldemah, John Dean 
III and David Young —to testify. McClel­ 
lan said he wanted them to answer 
charges of “ grossly improper, if not cri- 
minaP* attem pts to involve the CIA in 
the 
Watergate 
and 
Pentagon 
Papers 
cases. 
A third committee probing the m atter 
—the House Armed Services subcom­ 
mittee on intelligence operations — said it 
also wanted to hear from the four. But 
Chairman Lucien Nedzi, DMich., said he 
expects the witnesses to take the Fifth 
Amendment or executive privilege. 
Still a fourth committee was drawn 
into the matter.

Assemblyman tours complex 
Little hope for YTS job center conversion 


CHINO — Assemblyman Walter Kara- 
bian Friday gave little hope that a va­ 
cant $8 million complex at the Youth 
Training School here could be used as a 
job training center for area youths. 


Karablan, chairman of the Assembly’s 
Select Committee on Prison R e f o r m s 
tod Rehabilitation, toured the facility at 
tt* request of county Supervisor Ruben 
I . Ayala. 


"I plan to discuss the facility with the 
iMOCt committee and its staff to see if 
WCh a use is feasible,” he declared. “ I 
b n not as hopeful as Ruben, but 1 am 
Willing to sit down and discuss it.” 
The Monterey Park legislator, who 


may seek the office of state attorney 
general, said this would be “quite a 
step” for the state Department of Cor­ 
rections to provide an educational pro­ 
gram for youths who have committed no 
criminal offenses. 
At one point, he mentioned the possi­ 
bility of using the complex to train those 
youths who have had only a “slight 
brush” with the law. 
Karabian was joined on the tour by 
Ayala, several Chino city officials and 
members of the Baldy View Regional Oc­ 
cupation Program (ROP). 
The group viewed the administration 
wing, medical unit, hoii'ing areas, kitch­ 
en, gymnasium and chapel. All these 


areas are completed except lor the fur­ 
nishings. 
“ I did not know it was this beautiful 
and this well equipped,” he noted. 
The assemblyman was critical of the 
state for building such a facility and 
then allowing it to remain vacant for 
three years. 
“ I think the state’s face ought to be 
red over what has happened.” 
Karabian said funds to operate the 
complex as a guidance-reception center 
for adult inmates has been “ locked in” 
for the 1973-74 budget. 
"The ultimate answer to this area will 
he up to the Reagan administration,” he 
added. 


Karabian said there is a need for a 
system to help keep people out of the 
corrective institutions, but, once they are 
there, a program is needed to rehabili­ 
tate them. 
Karabian reported the complex’s total 
operating budget for the fiscal year will 
be $3.1 million. 
“This includes salaries of 250 persons, 
local purchases of food, linen supplies, 
equipment and repairs,” he added. 
Reflecting on Karabian’s visit, Ayala 
said his proposal may not have received 
a strong endorsement but it would give 
“ people in Sacramento” some food for 
thought. 
“ If the state wants to convert this 


complex, built initially for the Youth 
Training School, as a maximum security 
facility for adult inmates, why not spend 
all this money in a more positive pro­ 
gram ?” he asked. 
Ayala plans to host Assembly Speaker 
Bob Moretti in a sim ilar tour today. 
Joining the Friday tour were Mayor 
Bob McLeod, City Manger Robert Fast 
and Police Chief Frank Meehan, Chino, 
Jim Neller, president of the Chino Valley 
Chamber of Commerce, Charles Smith, 
president of the Baldy View Regional Oc­

M SAC unions ask different pay hikes

W A L N U T - C l a s s i f i e d em­ 
ployes-—those who are not professional 
educators—Friday asked Mt. San Antonio 
College trustees for flat pay raises of $47 
to $50 a month for the fiscal year that 
starts July 1. 
One of the employe groups also asked 
the trustees to consider instituting a 
four-day work week with 40 hours as an 
experiment. 
The group, the 48-member American 
Federation of State, County, and Muni­ 


cipal Employes, also proposed that the 
board grant the employes enough addi­ 
tional holdiays so as to close the college 
between Christmas and the New Year 
and during Easter vacation. 


The presentation was made by George 
Campbell, president of the MSAC chap­ 
ter of the union, after Jim Graves, chair­ 
man of the salary committee of the Cali­ 
fornia State Employes Association here, 
submitted an earlier proposal calling for 
a less ambitious contract. 


While Campbell asked for a $50 a 


month raise, Graves suggested $47 acr­ 
oss the board, which he said would 
amount to about $163,000 a year and av­ 
erage out to about a 6.9 per cent salary 
increase. 
He also asked for an additional holiday 
per year, either for Good Friday or the 
day before Christmas. 
Graves told the board he realized that 
the district was in a financial crunch at 
the present time, but maintained that 
even if there was no other money avail­ 
able, the trustees had an obligation to 
grant a 5.5 per cent increase to the em­ 


ployes, just to compensate for the rise in 
the cost of living. 


His position was backed by Eugene 
Curl, assistant business manager of the 
college, who said he had made an ex­ 
haustive study of the state’s community 
colleges, and concluded that the cost of 
living increase in pay was necessary. 


But Curl suggested a $40 hike across 
the board, which he computed at an av­ 
erage increase of 5 per cent. 
He said a flat across-the-board type 
rate was “more equitable” this year, be­ 


cause the raise in living costs was hit­ 
ting most classified employes equally 
hard. 
He estimated that the $40 a month 
raise would cost the district a total of 
about $128,000 for about 310 employes. 


The board took the three proposals un­ 
der advisement. It is now working on a 
budget for the next year. 
In another matter, three long-time 
teachers submitted letters of retirement 
to the board. They are Vernon Cannon, 
an instructor in industrial technology and

WASHINGTON, D. C. - 
Rep. George E. Brown Jr., 
D-38th Dist., has introduced 
two pieces of legislation in an 
attempt to secure telephone 
privacy and confer citizenship 
posthumously upon alien U.S. 
servicemen killed in Vietnam. 


The first, HR 7409 called 
the Telephone Privacy Act, 
would prohibit the making of 
unsolicited commercial tele­ 
phone calls to those who indi­ 
cate they do not wish to re­ 
ceive such calls. 
The second, HR 7622 called 
the Lieo Silva Memorial Act 
of 1973, would confer citizen­ 
ship upon alien mambers of 
the armed forces killed in 
Vietnam, Laos or Cambodia 
between Feb. 28,1961 and Jan. 
27 1973. 
The privacy bill has been 
referred to the Committee on 
Interstate and Foreign Com­ 
merce; the citizenship bill to 
th e C o m m i t t e e on the 
Judiciary.

Formula I drivers 
threaten to boycott 


ZOLDER. Belgium — (U PI) 


— The world’s leading For­ 
mula One drivers all threa­ 


tened to boycott the Belgian 


Grand Prix today because 


they said the track surface 
was unsafe. 
The opening qualifying ses­ 
sion for Sunday’s race was 
curtailed Friday when large 
chunks of asphalt began peel­ 
ing off the 2.6 mile circuit, 
causing four drivers to crash 
without injury and all the rest 
to slow down drastically. 
The Belgian organizers said 
the track had been repaired 
and practice would take place 
as scheduled today but the 
Grand Prix Drivers Associa­ 
tion (GPDA), after a three- 
hour meeting, issued the or­ 
ganizers an ultimatum. 
“ The GPDA requests a sig­ 
ned statement by il a.m. Sat­ 
urday stating that they will 
cancel the race if the track 
surface does not meet GPDA 
standards during Saturday’s 
practice,” said GPDA Presi­ 
dent Denny Hulme of Aust­ 
ralia. 
Hulme also said if the or­ 
ganizers refused to provide 
the statement or if it rained 
during practice, all drivers 
would refuse to race. 
Several drivers said If prac­ 
tice were held, the surface 
would continue to disintegrate 
anyway and that cancellation 
of the race was inevitable. 
The only question seemed 


to be who would accept res­ 
ponsibility for cancelling the 
race— 
fifth 
round 
of 
the 
w o r l d 
championship—on 
which tens of thousands of 
dollars have already 
been 
spent by organizers, manufac­ 
turers and sponsors. 
The race has been beset by 
problems from the start be­ 
cause of the lack of safety 
features on the circuit and it 
was only given the go-ahead 
five days ago. But as soon as 
the first Formula One mach­ 
ines began to practice, the 
soft newly-laid surface began 
to rip off. 
T h e 
p r o b l e m 
which 
emerged during the day was 
rot when the race would be 
called off but who would call 
it off. The organizers, who 
stood to lose handsomely if 
the race were cancelled, an- ' 
nounced that things would go 
on as normal and that the 
surface had been fixed. 
But the drivers were not j 
willing to cancel the event ; 
themselves and through their 
statement put the ball back in 
the organizers court. In the 
background were the manu­ 
facturers. who wanted 
the 
race to go ahead for financial 
reasons but were anxious not 
to 
lose 
either 
drivers 
or 
machinery through accidents, 
and the International Sporting 
Commission (CSI), auto rac­ 
ing’s governing body, which 
remained curiously inactive 
during the whole debate.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - If 
it hadn’t been for the purely 
accidental fact that the only 
available police car was an 
unmarked one the Watergate 
burglary might never have 
come to light. 


Police Sgt. Paul Leeper, 
who led the arrest parts, told 
the Senate Watergate com- 
m i 11 e e Thursday the un- 
m a r k e d car and casual 
clothes worn by the officers 
fooled a lookout and gave 
them an extra five minutes in 
which to search for the five 
men 
they 
arrested 
inside 
Democratic 
national 
head­ 
quarters. 


“They were five ot 
the 


easiest 
lockups 
I’ve 
had.” 
said Leeper of the four Mia­ 
mians and James W. McCord, 
who was the security chiel for 
the Committee for the Re- 
Election of the President. 


Leeper and two other plain­ 
clothes officers answered the 
call about a suspected burgla­ 
ry in progress June 17 at the 
Watergate when the police 
dispatcher 
was 
unable 
to 
contact uniformed officers in 
a standard patrol car. 


After meeting a 
building 
guard who had discovered 
that locks were taped open on 
doors to a stairwell, the offi­ 
cers began a search of the 
building with the lookout, for­ 


mer FBI agent Alfred C. Bal­ 
dwin, apparently unaware of 
their presence. 


When 
they 
reached 
the 
sixth floor, Leeper recalled, 
his partner, John Bruce Bar­ 
rett, stood on a terrace with 
his gun drawn and looked 
over at Baldwin who was 
watching from a motel win­ 
dow across the street 
Barrett 
said 
to 
Lepper, 
“That man across the street 
is watching us. Do you sup­ 
pose he will call the ptlice?” 
It was later determined, 
Leeper said, 
that 
Baldwin 
was by that time frantically

It was posited in this column recently that Nature has 
equipped man’s memory with a magical screen that filters out 
unpleasant experiences of the past, dims and blurs them, while 
heightening and coloring the jolly times of a chap’s career. 
Looked at in retrospect (thanks to that mother Nature) those 
arduous school days weren’t so bad. You have forgotten the 
long hours in study hall, the book reports, the science projects.

and your children. 
The camera does not lie. In the fading fotos, in forgotten 
shoe boxes, desk drawers, or heavy albums, lies an accurate 
accounting of those days from when you said “I do” at the 
church altar until your fourth child, your baby, brushes aside 
his beard and bends down to kiss his mother before taking off 
on his motorcycle to parts unknown, equipped with the bare 
essentials of life — a sleeping bag, a guitar and a blonde. 
However, your Kodak, like your memory-warping mind, has 
preserved for you only the best glimpses of your married life, 
only the highlights of the kids’ growing up from tricycles to 10- 
speeds to Hondas, from sno-cones to Cokes to beer, from 
mumbletypeg to making out. 
Look back through your photo album — do you see pictures 
of family fighrs? The car your wife slammed into the garage 
door? The lousy report cards your kids brought home? Are 
there snaps of Billy when he had the measles or Lucy with her 
bad sunburn? Are there pix of you slaving over your income 
tax form or Timmy having his tonsils out? Negative, as the 
police say. 
The photos in your album show Billy on his first skis, Lucy 
dressed for junior prom, Timmy in his football uniform. There 
is Duffy, the family dog, looking cute and inquisitive — not 
digging up your neighbor’s petunias. Here is Charlotte the cat 
posing prettily on the patio wall — not wetting on the couch or 
munching an innocent songbird. 
What have you hauled out your camera for? The family 
around the table at Thanksgiving; 
the kids around the 
Christmas tree; the gang at the beach, the camping trip into 
the mountains. Here’s grandmother’s visit, with the children in 
their finery; here’s the weekend the Blakes spent with us, all 
fun and merriment. 
So the camera DOES lie, seeing only what it wants to see, 
and as a result, our photograph albums, recording only the 
highlights of our lives, are cautous. selective, varied and in­ 
finitely reassuring records — not of our lives — but of those 
lacets of our lives that we want to remember.

New coin from new republic 


Minerva, 
in 
Roman 
my­ 
thology, is the goddess of Wis- 
d o m , Skill, Contemplation, 
Spinning and Weaving, and of 
t h i n g s related to mother 
earth. Her helmeted profile 
occupies the obverse of the 
famous 50-dollar gold com­ 
memorative issued in 1915 
honoring the Panama-Pacific 
Exposition. 
Now she appears as the 
dominant figure on the ob­ 
verse of a coin issued by the 
Republic of Minerva, a “Free 
Enterprise” 
state 
located 
roughly 400 miles south of the 
Fiji Islands at 23 degrees 40' 
South Latitude and 179 de­ 
grees West Longtitude in the 
South Pacific. 
Although the tiny republic 
Is hardly more than a year 
old, it Is already under siege 
by forces from neighboring 
Tonga. But the exiled govern­ 
ment, in cooperation with the 
Minerva Development Bank, 
Ltd., has authorized the strik­ 
ing and distribution of a limit­ 
ed edition of its coin in the 
denomination of 35 “Minerva 
dollars.”

The au­ 
thor introduces a w h o l l y 
unique aspect of Western his­ 
tory. 
Many of us have heard of 
the Asiatic migration across

the Bering Strait, which some 
believe led to our Indian po­ 
pulation. 
Thor Heyerdahl of the Ra 
Expedition 
and 
“ Kon-Tiki” 
fame contends that perhaps 
the ancient Phoenicians were 
among the earliest settlers in 
America. In the epilog, He­ 
yerdahl says: “ Enterline has 
opened the door to unexplored 
cham bers 
in world 
history 
and provided a guided tour 
Inside Viking America.” 
Modern archaeological ex­ 
cavations and carbon datings 
have verified the early pre­ 
sence of Vikings in the most 
northern sections of our con­ 
tinent. The evidence of Viking 
visitations and settlements is 
now quite complete. 
He presents the very con­ 
crete and specific evidence of 
Viking settlement In a Vin- 
land; one that was not really 
a land of grapes but much 
farther north than any grape- 
growing area.

lieves is the relationship be­ 
tween this and Columbus’ la­ 
ter discovery of the central 
portion of America. In 1965 
there was discovered at Yale 
University, a ‘Vinland’ map 
which led to his interest in 
what happened in the Viking 
era. 
Apparently the 
Irish and 
English (pirates) were there, 
too. Enterline also refers to 
the Viking comments about a 
great 
Ireland in 
the 
New 
World. He tells of the migr­ 
ation ot the Thule Eskimos 
from Alaska to Northern Can­ 
ada 
and 
Greenland, w'here 
they mingled with the early 
Viking settlers. 
Enterline records in a very 
interesting manner the explo­ 
rations of Leif Erickson, his 
relatives and predecessors, as 
well as those who continued 
to explore in the following 
centuries. 
En ter line’s work Is based 
on about 100 maps and other 
documents of the era from 
1000 to 1500 A.D. He points 
out that the Vikings had early 
developed 
navigational 
abi­ 
lities and sailing times which 
enabled them to proceed far 
beyond other European explo­ 
rers. They used ravens to sight 
land. 
The 
birds 
(upon 
re­ 


le a s e ) flew toward the near­ 
est 
land (as much us 200 
miles away)

Enterline 
documents,

On the latter point the au­ 
thor has a splendid sense of 
hamor and the reader will 
surely 
chuckle 
over 
such 
chapter titles as “Thus Fell 
Our 
Great 
and 
Excellent 
Commander,” or his chapter 
analysis on the missionaries 
who were exhorting the na­ 
tives to look to heaven while 
they (the missionaries) expro­ 
priated the land. Many of us 
who have made the trip along 
the Kahuilia Trail will recog­ 
nize the meaning of his sec­ 
tion titled “ Honolulu Has Not 
Been the Same Since.” 
The author’s high degree of 
objectivity is enhanced by his 
ability to draw sound con­ 
clusions without any histerio- 
phonics or moralizing. 
This book is exciting and 
stimulating because the au­ 
thor has deeded not to avoid 
the controversies which were 
and are a part of the history 
of Hawaii. 
I n 
describing 
London’s 
stories of Hawaii the author 
agrees with 
L.A. 
Thurston 
who charged 
Jack 
London 
w i t h 
the 
same 
“general 
crimes which James 
Mich- 
ener would be charged with 
a f t e r 
the 
publication 
of 
“ Hawaii” nearly half a centu­ 
ry later.” In essence this is 
the key theme of the book to 
present Hawaii without the 
fiction of half-truths or the ro­ 
mantic rhubarb which made 
Hawaii seem unreal, but to 
“put a frame around the real­ 
ity of the Islands.” 
Joesting’s style of writing 
is lively, and the reader gets 
the feeling at the outset that 
the images juxtaposed next to 
each other are and were true 
people, and that there will be 
little in the way of cerebral 
high jinks. His pattern of nar­ 
ration and historical descrip­ 
tion with interspersed 
pas­ 
sages of analysis make the 
book valuable. 
In this conscientious and 
entertaining account of 
the 
important episodes of the Ha­ 
waiian Islands there Is one 
drawback: Lexs than 50 pages 
of this extraordinary narra­ 
tive are given over to the 20th 
Century. 
When the reader comes to 
the end of the book he will

Rutberg, financial editor ot 
Fairchild Publications and se- 
cretary-treasurer of the pres­ 
tigious New York Financial 
Writers aAssoeiation, writes 
in a breezy language that 
makes his book easy to read. 
He illustrates the conniving 
at frauds with amusing dia­ 
logues. “ Ed, I hear you had a 
robbery at your place last 
week,” a friend remarks to a 
cheater. “ Not last week, stud- 
pid, next week,” the crook 
replies. 
Rutberg tells how

THE LIFE AND TIMES OF 
EDWARD VII, by Keith Mid- 
dlemas.

Edward VII ruled England 
for only nine years, the de­ 
ceptively tranquil period from 
1901 to 1910 that we know as 
the Edwardian Age. 
By the tim e he inherited the 
throne, he was almost an old 
man, better known as a jovial

roue than as a statesman. Yet 
he was a more substantial 
figure than either history or 
his mother, Queen Victoria, 
credited him with being. 
Victoria ne\er cared much

propriety that even the novels 
of sir Walter Scott were for­ 
bidden on grounds of levity. 
When Albert died, the grief- 
stricken queen became a recl­ 
use, “ the widow of Windsor,” 
yet she refused to yield her 
son any active role in govern­ 
ment. 
Accordingly, 
Edward 
spent the next 40 years in po­ 
litical limbo as the Prince of 
Wales, 
heir-apparent 
to 
a 
throne tor the management of 
which his mother perm itted 
him no experience. 
Even though restricted In 
this 
manner, 
Edward 
ma- 
, naged to assert conslderablt 


Independence. In his private 
life, he rebelled against Vic- 
torianism 
and became, for 
the era, a “swinger," enjoy­ 
ing himself at the racetrack, 
the theatre, at gaming tables, 
and in the boudoirs of beauti­ 
ful women. 
His fun-loving friends some­ 
times involved him In scan­ 
dal, and twice as Prince of 
Wales he had to testify in 
court.

Alexandra, was devoted to 
him, and he had a warm and 
affectionate family life.

When he finally ascended 
the throne at the age Of 60, it 
was the end of an era, per­

He replaced the gloom of 
the Victorian court with glit­ 
ter and gaiety, however, and 
was much more popular than 
his mother. 
An autocrat at heart, he got 
on reasonably well with a Li­ 


beral government but tried 
futilely to prevent the erosion 
of aristocracy and the pre­ 
rogatives of the throne. 
Becoming increasingly con­ 
servative, he opposed wom­ 
en’s suffrage and was hostile 
to Lloyd George and the ra­ 
dicals. 
More 
interested 
in 
foreign than domestic affairs, 
Edward was a skilled and ge­ 
nial diplomat, who was re- 
1 a t e d to most E-uropean 
monarchs. 
In the last quiet decade be­ 
fore World War I, he brought 
about growing estrangement 
with Germany while overcom­ 
ing French hostility to win an 
“entente cordiale.” He also 
strengthened ties with Russia. 
Keith Middlemas’ lucid his­ 
tory develops not only the po­ 
litics of the era but also 


shows the king’s private en­ 
joyment of yachting, shooting, 
cards, golf, ice-skating, mo­ 
toring, and managing race 
horses -- the good aristocrat­ 
ic life of the Edwardian era. 
The text is reinforced by 116 
superb illustrations — color 
portraits, photographs, Max 
Beerbohm drawings, theatre 
posters, 
and 
political 
car­ 
toons. 
Edward was not, as one ad­ 
mirer called him, the greatest 
king since William the Con­ 
queror, but he was the last 
monarch of the old school be­ 
fore World War I swept away 
the remains of pomp and 
pageantry and ushered in the 
modern world.

m o u r n e d him, and Mid­ 
dlemas’ book offers a just ap­ 
praisal. 
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tovic enters via symbolism

To the Serrano Indians it 
was a holy place. To the min­ 
ers of the 1880s it was a glim­ 
mering 
promise 
of 
golden 
wealth. To 
Southland 
resi­ 
dents of this century it has 
been a picturesque landmark 
dominating the northern hori­ 
zon and providing year-round 
recreation. 
Mt. San Antonio, more com­ 
monly known as Mt. Baldy, 
has been all these things. But 
beyond that the mountain and 
surrounding canyons are tak­ 
ing on new significance as 
one of the last true wilderness 
areas in Southern California 
providing a home for deer, 
mountain sheep, eagles, bear 
and mountain lion. 
On a clear day, Mt. Baldy’s 
10,080 foot summit can be 
seen from over a wide areas 
of Southern California as king 
of the San Gabriel range. 
The mountain and the can­ 
yons below it have a fascinat­ 
ing history dating back to 
1774, when the first written 
record of the area was made. 
In the spring of that year, ac­ 
cording to the Pomona Valley 
Historical Society records, a 
Spanish priest traveling with 
an 
exppedition 
headed 
by 


Capt. Juan Bautista de Anza 
wrote a diary that included 
this 
entry: 
“ Going 
seven 
leagues to the northwest, we 
came to an arroyo called San 
A n t o n i o . Here, there are 
many bears and sycamores.” 
That is the first written re­ 
cord of the name San Antonio 
being used for the canyon 
area. When or how that name 
was chosen or how it came to 
apply to the mountain itself is 
uncertain, but by the early 
1800s the name appeared on 
Spanish land maps. 
Although the canyon area 
was included in two Spanish 
landgrants, (one to Ygnacio 
Palomares in 1837 as San 
Jose Rancho and the other to 
Tiburcio Tabia in 1839 as 
C u c a m o g a Rancho), the 
Spaniards, like the peaceful 
Serrano Indians who at that 
time still inhabited the foot­ 
hills 
north 
of 
present-day 
Claremont, did not venture 
into the rugged upper reaches 
ot San Antonio Canyon

today. In most cases, the trip 
took three days — one day to 
hike up the canyon to the 
base of Baldy itself, one day 
going up to the summit and 
returning to the base, and a 
third day back down the can­ 
yon to the valley. 
A similar camp, known as 
Kelley’s Camp, was estab­ 
lished later on Ontario Peak, 
but met with no greater suc­ 
cess. 
A number of families began 
moving into the canyon short­ 
ly after the turn of the centu­ 
ry. One couple, Mr. and Mrs. 
Clarence Chapman, came into 
the canyon after their hon­ 
eymoon in 1901. Their son, 
Bob, was born and raised 
there and still calls it home. 
“ It was a 10-hour trip from 
the valley to our home near 
Ice House Canyon.” he says, 
remembering those childhood 
trips. “We would come as far 
up the canyon as possible by 


buckboard and then the rest 
of the way with pack mules.” 
Chapman’s father originally 
had an orange grove in the 
valley, but a freeze in 1913 
completely 
destroyed 
the 
grove. From then on, the 
C h a p m a n s 
stayed 
per­ 
manently in the canyon. In 
1919, he began work on Ice 
House Lodge and sold it some 
years later. 
While its popularity as a re­ 
sort grew during the first 40 
years of the century, the area 
remained basically unchanged 
until a new road was built fol­ 
lowing World War II. With 
fast access to the upper can­ 
yon established, Mt. Baldy 
suddenly became a 
major 
recreational area. 
In 1952, the ski lift was 
built to the top of Baldy 
Notch at an elevation of 7,800, 
opening up the top of the 
mountain to skiing. Close pro­ 
ximity to the large population 
of Southern California pro- 
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duced huge winter crowds at 
Baldy and major development 
of the east side of the Notch 
down toward Stockton Flats 
in the Lytle Creek area was 
once suggested. 
But no more. 
Efforts are now directed at 
guaranteeing that the moun­ 
tain, beyond already devel­ 
oped areas, remains as is. 
A proposal by the Sierra 
Club to establish a wilderness 
area is now under study by 
the Forestry Department. The 
proposal calls for a wilder­ 
ness area stretching from Mt. 
Baldy on the east, to Angeles 
Crest Highway on the north 
and down through the wa­ 
tershed area of the east fork 
of the San Gabriel River. 
To be called Sheep Moun­ 
tain Wilderness, the area is 
home to a herd of about 150 
mountain sheep. Rarely seen 
by human beings, the sheep 
once frequented the Baldy 
Notch and Telegraph Peak 
areas, but have disappeared 
with development of the ski 
operations. 
“We don’t want to close off 
the area,” explained Robin 
Ives of the Sierra Club’s Ang­ 
eles Chapter. “We just want 
to limit 
access 
to hikers 
only.” 
According to Ives, who has 
hiked numerous times into 
t h e 
area, 
the 
wilderness 
would also provide a home 
for the rare mountain lions, 
bears and eagles left in the 
rugged back country. 
Perhaps the Sierra Club’s 
literature about the proposed 
wilderness area says it best 
about this first, and perma­ 
nent role of the mountain: 
“The knowledge that within 
an hour’s drive of your home, 
mountain lions, ringedtailed 
cats, bighorn sheep, and gol­ 
den eagles continue to fill an 
ecological relationship which 
began long before man start­ 
ed building his cities, should 
be a consoling thought to us 
all.”

Gardening, to those who at­ 
tack It with a fervor, means 
having something growing all 
the time, and this calls for a 
comfortable work area avail­ 
able all seasons of the year. 
Granted, even the most de- 
v o u t green-thumber won’t 
linger out for long on frigid 
days, but even then a shel­ 
tered counter serves well for 
q u i c k repotting of house 
plants. 
A semi-enclosed structure al­ 
lows the serious gardener to 
work late into the fall and be 
o u t s i d e before the first 
blooms of spring. 


Little space needed 
Almost every house has a 
wall, a jog or a garage where 
a leanto shelter can be added. 
A breezeway between house 
and detached garage is a na­ 
tural area to enclose for gar­ 
den work and storage. 
Simple post and beam con­ 
struction requires few tools 
and skills for erecting a gar­ 
den workshop, and it needn’t 
be large.

Millions of power tools are 
In use across the land in the 
hands of amateurs — some 
skilled, others more eager 
than knowledgeable. Saws of 
all kinds shear through thick 
stock 
in 
seconds. 
Electric 
trimmers make it easy for 
the female gardener to add 
sculptured hedges to her ta­ 
lents. The same lady probab­ 
ly uses a power sander in her 
furniture refinishing projects. 
It’s a turn that calls for 
special attention to safety. 
The professional knows his 
tools — and knows how to use 
them. The do-it-yourselfer is 
all too likely to pick up a new 
p o w e r 
whatsis 
Saturday 
morning and embark on a 
project without so much as 
glancing at the operating ma­ 
nual. 
Calling 
attention 
to 
the 
pressing need for safety, the 
Power Tool 
Institute offers 
some tips, headlined by one 
cardinal rule: Respect for the 
tool on the part of the oper­ 
ator. 
Without that respect, 
PTI says, the best safety fea­

build into his tool

According to PTI’s safety 
experts, the two areas deserv­ 
ing the most attention are 
electrical safety and oper­ 
ating safety. It offers the fol­ 
lowing suggestions: 
Electrical safety 
—Ground all tools — unless 
they are double insulated. If a 
tool is equipped with a three­ 
pronged plug, it should be 
plugged 
Into a

grounded receptacle. If an ad­ 
apter is used to accommodate 
a two-pronged receptacle, the 
adapter wire must be at­ 
tached to a known ground. 
Never remove third 
prong 
from plug. Double insulated 
tools require only a two-prong 
outlet or cord. 
—Don’t abuse cord. Never 
carry tool by cord, or yank 
on cord to disconnect it. Keep 
cord from heat, oil and sharp 
edges. 
—Maintain proper environ­ 
ment. Keep work area clean 
and dry. Don’t use any power 
tool in wet or even damp lo­ 
cations. Keep work area well 
lighted. 
—Perform regular mainte­ 
nance on your power tool. 
Consult manual of instruc­ 
tions for proper tool care. If 
not operating properly, take it 
to an authorized service out­ 
let.

The sanding disc mounted 
on an electric drill is out so 
far as fine furniture finishes 
are concerned. The circular 
motion of the sanding cuts 
across the grain and the first 
rule in sanding is to sand 
with the grain.

only thing to use, but it needs 
a light touch, Keep in one 
place too long or apply too 
much pressure and it will 
take off more than necessary. 
In hand-sanding, wrap a 
piece of sandpaper partially 
around a block of wood. Make 
a block that will fit the hand 
comfortably. 
The general rule is to start 
with the coarsest sandpaper 
and work up to the fine. Ac­ 
tually, on most projects you 
will start with a medium grit. 
If you are building the fur­ 
niture or assembling the unfi­ 
nished furniture, sand Indivi­ 
dual wood parts before as­ 
sembling. If you wait until 
you have put everything to­ 
gether you may find some 
spots too hard to reach.

O-grade is medium, 1 or 2 
coarse or very coarse, 3-0 is a 
fine paper.

5. Buying for credit. Prop­ 
erly used, credit can be a va­ 
luable tool in helping you pur­ 
chase such things as a home. 
But it can cost you dearly In 
paying for Items that you 
could buy for cash, such as 
clothing and appliances. 
“The best advice is to. pay 
cash whenever you can, and 
resist the temptation to use
